Washington, Feb.* 6.—John Find- 


ley Wallace, former chief engineer of 
the isthmian canal commission, testi- 
fied before the Senate committee on, 
inter-oceanic canals which is investi- 
gating tne 
Panama 
canal 
affairs. 


He related the details of his election 
as chief engineer and said he made a 
protest particularly against what he 
called red tape and a multiplicity of 
masters, and then read a long state- 
ment. 


He first spoke of the ''violent at- 


tack upon me which Secretary Taft 
and Mr. Cromwell gave to the news- 
papers last June", and asked that 
judgment upon the justice of that at- 
tack be suspended until he "had 
an 


opportunity to explain why I think it 
was very uncalled for and 
unjustifi- 


able." 


He declared that the only basis for 


this attack was a difference of opin- 
ion between them "as to my right to 
decide for myself wtien I thought the 
welfare of the enterprise and my own 
welfare justified me in resigning my 
position." 


"My 
appointment." 
he 
added, 


"named no length of time I was to 
hold out, and I was liable to be dis- 
missed at any moment by telegraph. 
Such being the case, I believed then, 
and believe now, it was my undoubt- 
ed personal right to resign it when- 
ever I thought it necessary to do so, 
provided I .took abundant care that 
the work in my charge would suffer 
no harm by my resignation." 


Mr. Wallace 
continued 
that he 


came north to havt a private talk 
v\ith Secretary Taft to explain 
tbe 


real reasons for his resignation, "to 
put myself at his disposal to assist 
him In seeming, if lie 
desired, 
my 


successor." 


"When I found myself 
confronted 


with both Secievary Taft 
and 
Mr. 


Cromwell," ho said. "I contented my- 
self with giving as a reason for re- 
signing; the larger compensation 
I 


hoped to secure in another 
employ- 


ment. I did so because I 
assumed 


that reason would be accepted as suf- 
ficient for the time being and avoid 
the discussion of other reasons in the 
presence of Mr. Cromwell. 


"But I soon found that they 
had 


both come to the interview 
determ- 


ined to discredit me and if 
possible 


to destroy my reputation, simply be- 
cause I had insisted upon resigning 
when I had become convinced some 
other man in my place could render 
better service to the enterprise under 
the conditions, which with my con- 
currence bad been created." 


Mr. Wallace expressed his desire 


to give to the committe all the in- 
formation in his possession, result ing 
from a year's experience on t>o i.i:l> 
mus, and in this connection snid 
he 


"would be grateful for (he oppor.mi- 
ity to reply to such criticisms as may 
have been publicly made in any way 
affect ins my honor as a gentleman, 
my loyalty as a citizen, or my repu- 
tation as au engineer."

943. only 20 per cent, of which are 
cows, says the New York Sun. 


Frank Rockefeller, brother of the 


Standard Oil man. purchased the 
Luaua herd from Hanson & Burgess 
for $3,000 and received twenty-two 
line specimens, which were driven to 
the Rockefeller ranch In Kansas by 
cowboys 
and 
special ponies, sent 


from Wyoming for the purpose. The 
notion that there was money In a 
great herd of buffaloes has passed. 
The Iowa farmers who purchased a 
wide range of fertile laud on which 
to propagate the bison went into 
bankruptcy. 


When 
Hanson 
& Burgess pur- 


chased a few buffaloes, and turned 
them out to range on the blue grass 
meadows of Clayton 
County 
the 


scheme for getting rich <niick looked 
attractive. 
They 
estimated 
that 


every animal 
would bring 
them 


$1,000 if a market could be created 
for the meat. 


The animals weigh from 1,200 to 


2,000 pounds, and every full grown 
buffalo yields 500 pounds of meat, 
which is fit to servo on any table and 
which the frontiersmen considered a 
delicacy. 


The Iowa firm expected to train 


the palates of Xew York and Chicago 
people TO appreciate buffalo meat, 
and fattened many pure bred buffalo 
to supply the delicacy for the holi- 
day season. 
A /number of hotel 


companies purchased the meat, but 
the sale was limited nnd the meat 
was not desired except for the holi- 
day menus. A number of fat animals 
shipped to the stock yards of Chi- 
cago brought prices only a little 
above those paid for good fat cattle. 


Great value Is placed on the heads 


and tho robes of tho buffalo. A well 
mounted head is worth from $150 to 
$300, while the robe is a luxury 
worth ?75, though the robes form- 
erly sold in St. Louis and Chicago in 
the days of the traders for $8 to $10. 


Then it was expected that zoologi- 


cal parks all over the United States 
would want the animals; that not. a 
circus would be without a number 
and foreign countries would buy 
them. The Emperor of Germany was 
looked upon as a sure customer. He 
was said to have offered $5,000 for 
the crazy bull' of Lost Park, Col., 
and Hanson & Burgess saw no rea- 
son why they could not produca 
"crazy bulls" for less money. 
The 


buffalo subsist on the same food as 
cattle, but require more of it. It was 
not long before the firm discovered 
that the slow increase of buffalo 
herds In numbers and the Httlc de- 
mand for the moat makes raisins 
buffaloes for profit an impossibility. 


The herd of Lnana, uow owned 


by Mt. Rockefeller, was part of the 
big herd from the Flathoad Indian 
reservation. 


The herd of James Philip, who is 


known all over the western range as 
"Scotty" Philip, is kept on rhe range 
near Fort Pierre. S. IX, and is one of 
the most thriving in existence, but it 
Js maintained and g-.mrded jealously 
at great expense, and brings little re- 
turn to tho owner. The herd consist;; 
of sixty-one full blooded buffaloes 
and fifty head of cnttalo, a cross be- 
tween buffaloes and Angus caulo. 


The Philip herd is the product of a 


hunt made twemy years ago, when 
Fred Dupree, an old French trapper, 
foresaw ihe early extermination of 
the species and started for the Little 
Missouri country to capture a few 
calves for the purpose of raising a 
herd. When Dupree died Philip pur- 
chased tbo buffaloes, which had boon 
raised in the Cheyenne River Valley 
nnd cared 
for by the 
old French 


trapper. 


Major Gordon W. Lilllo (Pawnee

location perishing 
at 
the death of 


Ho'olulu. Kamerameha's body lay in 
state at Kamakahonu, Kailua, Kona, 
Hawaii. 
His temporary grave there 


was named Anuena and the spot is 
known at the present day as Kamaka- 
honu-i-Ahuena. 


Hoapili and Ho-olulu watched the 


grave, waiting for a time when the 
high chiefs, who were waving kahilis, 
and the groups of natives would fall 
asleep. When the time was opportune 
the two high chiefs snatched up the 
bundle of Kamehameha the Great's 
bones, which had been woven into a 
net and enveloped in an Ahu'ula cloak 
(yellow feather cloak). 


Prince Hoapili bad given his brother 


a pistol, once the property of John 
Young, and commanded him to shoot 
down any person whom they met. They 
ran along the sea coast with their roy- 
al burden until half way between Ke- 
haha and Waimcn. There they met a 
youth. 


When Prince Hoapili saw him he 


stood perfectly still so as not to at- 
tract the youth's attention. Ho-olulu 
came light on and met the man, but 
fearing tbe report of the pistol if dis- 
charged would alarm others he gave 
the man a blow with the butt end, in- 
tending to kill him. The chiefs re- 
sumed their flight until they reached 
a pla'ce en the shore where a canoe 
was drawn up. They sailed along the 
coast, it is said, until they came to 
a plaop which natives assert was Kam- 
chameha's last resting place. Ho-olulu 
(lived 
into 
the 
water 
and 
swam ' 


through an entrance into a large cave ' 
and there rcpcsitcJ the royal remains. I 
This must have been about May 1^, 
1819, for according to tradition the 
oldtime Hawaiians removed human 
flesh from the bones of their dead on 
tbe third or fourth day after death.

The proportion of children in tho 


United States has been studied by Prof. 
Walter F. Wilcox, and tha data ara 
published in an interesting bulletin of 
tbe Census Bureau. Not only has the 
proportional number of children under 
the age of five been steadily decreasing 
sines 1S10, but also the number in re- 
lation to the number of women who 
are between the ages of IS and 40— 
the child-bearing period. In 18CO there 
were GC-1 children to every 1.000 women 
but in ir<00 there were but 171. indicat- 
ing a steady decline in the birthrate.

Walker to be due to immigration, 
though in what way is not properiy 
explained, for the same decline is not 
as great here.
